and shot L\!e L arson, 45-year-old 
m anager of the K rog er store at 
nearby H arvard, 111. 
The Rockford, 111., gunm an was 
captured late T h u rsd ay night at a 
state police roadblock near Elgin 
He aided police in their search for 
L arson's body. which ended early 
today when the corpse, 
shot at 
least twice, wa-, found in a ditch 
ea*t of Marengo, III 
Hercndcc said Phillips told him 
that he had intended to release 
Larson from his pickup truck 
But 
the .tore m an ag e r " irrita te d ” him 
with nis taunts as they fled from 
H arvard, H erendee said, and Phil 
lips ended bv by beating and mur- 
d e n n , him 
Manager Fights Back 
Phillips accosted Lar-on, the fa­ 
ther of two children, as the 'lore 
m anager was 
closing the 
super 
m arket at 9:30 p. rn 
Brandishing 
a 
32 caliber pistol, he forced Ear 
son to open the store door again. 
Larson scuffled with him, how 
ever, and a m otorist stopped and 
asked what was wrong 
Phillips 
realized he couldn’t go through with 
the robbery 
H erendee said. and 
decided to flee With Larson a> a 
hostage 
Herendee said 
Phillip' insisted 
that he still intended to free Far 
son when he d r o v e his truck off a 
gravel road n ear Marengo. But the 
store 
m anager tried 
to 
m ake a 
break for it. Phillips said. and the 
gunm an began to pi-tol whip him 
He then fired at least twice, hit­ 
ting Larson in the hand and head, 
Herendee said.

accosted Larson until his rap tu re 
Philips, who is m arried and has

He w a s bound o v e r to the Mr

He went back to the cabin 
,-nd stayed th e re again Tuesday 
night.

THULE. GREENLAND. - You 
don’t realize how far it is to the 
North Pole until you start flying 
up there 
All day I sat in an Air 
Force Constellation, flying from 
the U. S. air base at Goose 
Bay. 
Labrador, to the Thule air base on 
the northern tip of Greenland. It 
was a lonely trip — from the scen­ 
ic viewpoint. 
Nothing below but 
Arctic wastes, then the icy water? 
of Baffin Bay studded with ice­ 
bergs—at 
first 
little 
icebergs, 
then bigger and bigger icebergs. 
You hx)k down and wondered 
what would happen if the engines 
conked out. 
Off to the east was 
the icecap of Greenland, a moun­ 
tain range of ice. never melting, 
never changing, inhospitable, un­ 
inhabitable ice. 
Not a square foot 
on which to land. 
Or if you did 
land, your engines freeze and you 
can’t 
get 
them 
unfrozen 
for 
months. 
But—the engines didn't conk out 
and we flew on. 
At 1:45 noon the 
sun set—dropped right behind the 
horizon and it was dark.

All buildings 
are of aluminum 
and constructed like refrigerators 


—from the doors, to the insula­

to the wall> 
Instead 
oi 
kelping the cold in, however, they 
keep it out. 
There are no door­ 
knobs on buildings—only refriger­ 
ator 
handles. 
They 
clamp 
the 
doors tight on rooms that are so 
warm inside that if you wear long 
underwear you go crazy with the 
heat and itch. yet if you don’t w ear 
long underwear \ou get cold when 
you go out. 
Building' 
are 
constructed 
on 
stilts. 
This is because the heat 
inside 
makes 
tile 
floors 
warm. 
This, in turn, would thaw in the 
ground, 
causing 
the buildings to 
settle. 
So buildings have to stand 
on piles. 
And the doors of the hangars are 
convex, bulging out in case snow 
drifts _ up against the hangar. In 
stead 'o f opening out they lift up, 
for it would take hours for a snow 
plow to push away the snow that 
sometimes piles up outside.

German government today arrest­ 
ed Dr Otto John, its doubledefect 
ing security chief, and charged him 
with treason to prevent hi' second 
flight to Communist E ast Germany. 
Dr 
Carl Wiechmann, the West 
German federal prosecutor, 
said 
John was being held in ‘ inves­ 
tigative 
arrest” 
in Karlsruhe on 
charges of treasonable 
relations 
with the East German Redo during 
his 17 months in East Germany 
He said John was arrested be­ 
cause the suspicion cxi'ts that he 
might try to flee. 
Wiechmann said the fact John 
was head of the Office for the 
Protection of the Constitution at 
the Fme of his flight in 1954 is 
in itself grounds for suspicion of 
treason. 
The office is ( sp a ra b le 
to the American Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 
Wiechmann said he was convinc­ 
ed that John’- relations with Soviet 
zone or Soviet sources during hi 
stay in the East must have result 
ed in West German state secrets 
being transm uted to the Commun­ 
ists.
